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Inhabiting the Lake, in eedgy bow'ra below, im 

Tbeir inward grounded grief that only sought to show

Into the Irkh Sea which puts his pow'rful hand, 
PufTd with their wat'ry praise, grew insolently proud, 
And needs would have his Rills for Rivera be allow'd : 
Short Ihrenf, near'st unto the utmost point of all 
That th' Isle of Geliii greets, and Bardsei/ in Ler fall ; 
And next to her, the Sawf, the Gir, the £r, the Mai/, 
Must Rivers be at least, should all the world gainsay: 
And those, whereas the land lies Eastwaid, amply wide, I 
That goodly Cimway grace upon the other side,

Two most undaunted spirits. ITjese valiant Briians v 
The first who IFest-sei^ won. But by the ling'ring wa 
When they those Saxons found t' have succour still froi 
They took them to their friends on Seveme's setting shot 
Where finding Edwall dead, they purpos'd to restore 
His son young Hodorick, whom the Sttxim Powers pursu'dfl 
But be, who at his home here scom'd to be subdu'd, 
With Aldred (that on Wales his strong invasion brought)il 
Garthmulatk, and Ptncoyd (those famous battles) fongbt. 
That Nmih and SmOi^Wnles sing, on the JFtsi-Seriaiis woi 
Scarce this victorious tash his bloodied aword had doiU 
But at Mount Carmfl met the Mercium, and with wounds i 
Made Elhelhald to feel his trespass on our bounds ; 
Prevail'd against the Pid, before onr foree tliat flew ; 
And in a valiant £ght their King Dalarr/an slew.

Hw Emford'utn Field ; as RutMandu red with gore : 
ffho, to transfer the war from this his native shore, 
Mareh'd through the Mercian Towns with his revengeful 

blade; 
And on the EiiglUh there such mighty havock made. 
That O^h. (when lie saw his Countries go to wrack) b» 
Frwn bick'ring with his folk, to keap us Britans back, 
Caet np that mighty Mound of eighty miles in length,'

Down-showyd their dire revenge whom they had murtheriid. 

Aud, were 't not that of us the English would report ass 
(Abasing of our Tongue in most malicious sort 
As often-times they do) that more than any, we 
(The Welsh, as they us term) love glorified to be, 
Here could I else recount the slaught'red S'wwns" gore 
Our swords at Cwsford spilt on Severjte's wand'ring shore ; *m 
^ Ofa't Ditoh. 
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And Onffifh here produce, Lewellin's valiant boh 
(May we believe our Bards) who five pitcli'd liattlm

Thus as we valiaat were, when valour might us steed^ 
With those bo much ttat dar'd, we had them that Jeer 
For, what Jlfatmutian laws, or Martian, ever were 
§ More excellent than those which our good llmrdl here 
Ordain 'd to govern TFalen? which still with us remain. 

And when all-powerful Fate had brought to pass a 
That aa the Saxons erat did from the Brilaris win ;

About his plumed head which valiant Owen shook. ^k' 

As when that King again, his fortune to advance 
Above his former foil, procm''il fresh powers from France, 
A sareiy-levell'd shaft if Se.nt-cleare had not seen, 
And in the very loose not thrust himself between 
His Sovorei^ and the shaft, he our revenge had tried : an* 
Thus, to preserve the King, the noble subject died. 

As Mailuck his brave son, may come the rest among ; 
Who, like the God-like race from which bis gi-audsires 

sprong, 
Whilst here his brothers tir'd in sad domestic strife. 
On tlieir unnatural breasts bent either's murtherous knife ; 
ITiis brave adventurous youth, iu hot pursuit of fame, an 
With such as his great spirit did with high deeds intlaaie. 
Put forth his well-rigg'd fleet to seek him foreign ground, ,

Ere the Iberian Powers had touch'd her long-sought Bay, 
5 Or any ear had heard the sound of Florida. vm 

j And with that Crngyen's name let th' English us disgrace ; 
When there are to be seen, yet, in that ancient place 
From whence that name they fetch, their conquer'd grand- 
sires' gi'aves : 
For which each ignorant sot unjustly us depraves. 

And when that Tyrant John had our subversion vow'd, asa 
^ To his Unbridled will our necks we never bow'd : 
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Nor to his mighty son; whose host we did inforee 
(His succours cutting off) to eat their warlike horse, 

UDtil all-niling Heaven would have us to resign : 
When that brave Prince, the last of all the British Line, I 
Leiodlin, Griffith's son, unluckily was slain, 
§ As Fate had spar'd our fall till Edward Longshank^ tela 
Yet to the stock of Brute so true we ever were. 
We would permit no Prince, unless a native here. 
Which, that most prudent King perceiving, wisely tl 
To satisfy onr wills, and to Carnarvon brought 
His Queen heing great with child, ev'n ready down to li 
Then to his purpos'd end doth aU his powers apply. 

Through ev'ry part of Wales he to tlie Nobles sent. 
That they unto his Court should come incontinent.

But now behold the power of unavoided Fate. 

When thus unto his wiU he fitly them had won.

■80, mighty Snoixdon's speech was through Cai-Tiarvan rong ; 
That scarcely such a noise to Mon from Mem came, 
When with bis puissant troops for conquest of the same. 
On bridges made of boats, the .floTnam Powers her sought, sbs 
Or Edward to ber sack his Eti^lish armies brought : 
That Mmui strangely stirr'd great Smwdon's praise to hear, 
Although the stock of Troy to her was ever dear ; 
Yet (from her proper worth) as she before ail other 
f Was call'd (in former times) her Country Canibi'ia'ii mother, 
Persuaded was thereby her prwses to pursue, asi 

Or by neglect, to lose what to herself was due, 
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A sign to Neptmie sent, hia boist'roHS rage to slake ; 
Which suddenly becalm'd, thua of herself she spake : 

What one of all the Isles to Cainhna doth belong 
(To Britaht, I might say, and yet not do her wrong) 
Doth eqnal me in soil, so good for grass and grain! 
As should my H'aliis (where still Bruit's offspring doth reins 
That mighty store of men, yet more of beasts doth bree<i 
By famine or by war constrained be to need, 
And England's neighbouring Shires their succour would dai 
My only self her wants could plenteously supply. 

What Island is there found upon the Tris^ coast, 
In which that Kingdom seems to be delighted most 
(And seek you all along the rough Vergman shore.

FrenelLd to Lho beardleas youtii, the bodI's immortal Gtate, 
To Other bodies still how it shuuld traiisoiigrale, 
That to contempt of death them strongly might excite. 

To dwell in my black shades the Wood-gods did delight, 
tTntrodden with resort that long so gloomy wore, *si 

hi when, the Rmn/in came, it strook him aad with fenr 
To look upon my face, which then was call'd the Dwk; 
Until in after time, the En^uth for a mark 
Osre me this hateful name, which I must evet hear, 4X. 
And AnglMty from them am call6d everywhere. 

Uy Brooks (to whose sweet brims the Sylmw did resort, 
In gliding throngh my shades, to juighty Neptum'i Court, 
Of their huge oaks bereft) to heaven so opeik lie, 
That now there's not a root discern'd by any eye: vw 

My Snni, a pretty beck, attending Mena'M mouth, 
AVltk those her sister rills, that bear upon the South, 
Gwinf, forth along with her Lewemuj tliat dotli draw ; 
And next to them again, the fat and moory Frawe-, 
§ Which with my Priiiue's Court I sometime pleos'd to 
grace, ur.

them so styled from Zroh) IntB, i.e., trali/ wis(, so expressing 
their Datore is their name. Nor is this without good reason 
cf CODJecture (if the ground were true) seeing that their like 
proportion among the Jewi and Gentika were called (until 
i^iAo^o* his time) Jfiw-ni^w,* and afterward by him turned 
into the name of Philosophers, ie., Lovers of wisdom; and 
perhaps the old Dutch was, as some learned think, commu- 
nJcated to Gaul, and from thence hither ; the conjecture 
being somewhat aided in that attribute which they have in 
Pmpimm^ calling them Masters of wisdom. A late great 
Scholar* draws it from CCrutin, in an old DiUch copy of the 
Gospel, signilying, as ho says, Gnd; which might be given 
thera by hi)perhd6 of superstitious reverence ; nay, we see 
tliat it is justifiable by Holy Writ, so to call great Magis- 
trates and Judges ; as they were among the people. But 
that word Trutin or TntcMin in the old Angelical salutation, 
ZMhrr^Js Song, and Simeott's, published by Vulcan, is always 
Lord; as this Ottnthtt at tmditin gat Ssraelo, i.e., Blessed 
le ffie Lord God of I.tme/-, and so in the Saxmt Ten Command- 
ments,^ Ic eom Dpihten Sin God, ie., I am the Lmd Iky God. 
These are the etymologies which savour of any judgment. 
To speak of King IMds or Sarrm, which that Dommicnn 
Friar* li.ith cozened vulgar credulity withal, and thence 
fetch their name, according to Doctor }Vldte of Basingstoke, 
were with him to sufi'sr, and, at once, off'er imposture. Of 
them all, I incline to the first, seeing it meets in both

gross abBm'dities, which its author hath, without judgmfut. 
Bluffed himself withaL For their PROFESSION, it was 
both of learning Profane and Holy (I speak in all, applying 
my words to their times) : they sat aa Judges, and deter- 
mined all causes emergent, civil and criminal, subjecting the 
disobedient, and such as made default to interdicts, and 
censurca, prohibiting them from sacred assemblies, taking 
away their capacities in honourable offices, and so disabling 
them, that (as our now out-laws, excommunicates, and at- 
tainted pei'sons) they might not commence suit against any 
man. In a multitude of verses they delivered what they 
taught, not sulfering it to be committed to writing, so imi- 
tating both Cabalisls, Fi/tliagirraim, and anciejit Christiwis,* 
hut used in other private and public business Greek letters, 
as Camm-'s copies have ; but hereof see more to the Tentb 
Song. Their more private and sacred learning consisted in 
Divinity, and PhUosophy (see somewhat of that to the First 
Song), which was such, that altliough 1 think you may truly

Luean, and the like diBeoursing of them, you may be satis- 
fied. For althojigh Apiillo, Mars, and Mereary were wor- 
shipped among the vulgar Gaiih, yet it appears that the 
Druids invocation was to one All-heaiing^ or Ali-S'mng 
power. In Morality, tlieir instructions were so persnaaive, 
and thenaeelvee of such reverence, that the most fiery rage 
of Mars kintiled among the people, was by their grave oouii- 
sels often quenched." Out of PUn'i receive their form of 
ritual SACRIFICE (here described by the Author) thus: 
In such gloomy shadows, as they most usually for contem- 
plation retired their ascending thoughts ,into, after exact 
search, finding an Oak, whereon a Mistletoe grew, on the 
sixth day of the Moon (above all other times) in which wa« 
beginning of their year, they religiously and with invocation 
brought with them to it a ceremonial banquet, materials for 
sacrifice, with two white Bulls, filleted on the horns, all 
which they placed under the Oak. One of them, honoured 
with that function, clothed all in white, chmbs the tree, and 
with a golden knife or scythe cuts the Mistletoe, which 
tJiey Bolemnly wrapped in one of their white garments, 
Then did they sacrifice the Bulls, earnestly calling on thii 
Alt-healing* Deity to make it prosperous and happy on 
whomsoever they shall bestow it, and accounted it botli 
preservative against all poisons, and a remedy against 
barrenness. If I siiould imagine by this All-hcaUwj Deity 
to Vte meant y!/ioJ/i; whoiri tlicy worshipped undor name i>f

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uest of lubberly Monks, whose superstitious honouring her 
more than truth, caused this dedication of the Fountain ; 
so much to their profit (in a kind of merchandise then too 
shamefully in request) that they had large guerdons (it be- 
longing to the Cell) of those which had there any medicine, 
beside increasing rents which accrued to them yearly out of 
Pardons to such as came thither in solemn Pilgrimage. 
This title of exaction they purchased of FP. Martin V.

In other 
matters, private and public (so is Ctesar's assertion), they 
used Greek letters,* which hath made some think that they 
wrote 6-reek. But be not easily thereto persuaded. Perhaps 
they might use Greek characters,' seeing that those which the | 
Greeks then had, and now use, were at first received from ' 
strangers,^ and as likely from the DnMs as from any other ; 
for it is sufficiently justifiable out of old coins, inscriptions, 
and express assertion,^ that the ancient character among the 
Greeks was almost the same with that which is now the 
Latins. But thence to collect that therefore they wrote or 
spake Greek, is as if you should affirm the Sijruie Testament 
to be Hebrew, because published in Hebrew letters ; or some 
LaUn Treatises Saxon, because in that character ; or that 
the Saxons wrote IrUh, because they used the Irish form of 
writing* ; or that those books which are published in J)«ick 
by some Jews in a special kind of Hebrew letter, should also 
be of the same tongue.

(the Latin IB Nvllus fmrat servus, and applying it to onrLaw- 
pbrase, I translate it) had been in England, they should be now 
all in bondage to the Normans, they asmmbled all the Counly, 
and showed the imminent dangers, the insolewx of the Normans, 
and the hard amdUitm of Villenage : They, resolnng all rather 
to die than lose their freedom, purpose to eiKoanter with the Dute 
for tlteir Coantry's tiJierties. Their Captains are the Archbishop 
and the Abbot. Uponanappoijtied day they riuxt all at Swanes- 
cumb, and harbouring themselves in the leoods, with boughs in 
evert/ man's hand, they encompass his way.

dition, that they may for ever enjoy their ajicient LOerties and 
Lams used among their ancestors; othsrmise, presetUly offering 
war; being ready ratfier to die, tlian undergo a yoke of Bondagt^, 
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ami lose Siiiir aticienL Laws. T/te Norman in this rmnviv p'nich, 
'< so wUli-nglp, as wisely, granUd the desirt: mid hostages girai 
MA sides, the Kentiah men direcl the Normana lo Eoclieater, 
tnd ddivir lliem the County mul the Castk of Dover, Hitbor 
commonly referred the retaining of ajicient liberties in 
Ktni. Indeed it is certain that special customs thoy have
